fast th a t it w as hard to keep count. The 
m a n w ho w as holding the h a ir asserted 
th a t the ring tapped 35 times, the cor­ 
rect age of the horse, but th e doctor 
claim ed th a t there m ust be some m is­ 
take, either in the test or the horse, 
for the anim al had ev ery appearance of 
being only a few years old, and a good 
horse at th a t.— Kennebec Journal.
